L. J. Stern, of Baltimore, whose par- 
ents reside at MeSherryst^wn, will have 
to return to the United States and face 
trial ou the charges pf false j.retenses, 
Judge Winchester having so decided ou 
Saturday. Stern was accused of accept- 
ini? payment in full for mail carriers' 
satchels which he supplied only iu part, 
a proceeding that, it is alleged, was 
made possible by conspiracy ou the part 
of those who certified as to the correct- 
ness of his accounts. His counsel, T, C, 
Robinette, contended that the knowl 
edge of facts had by the officials who 
acted for the Postal Department made it 
impossible for the government to claim 
that it was deceived. Stern has been iu 
custody at Toronto, Cauada, for three or 
four weeks, and the deperate fight made 
by hi» counsel against extradition arous- 
ed great public interest in the case. The 
Amount he is charged with impropeily 
securing was only $1,455, but Stern is 
supposed to be waated to '*peach" on 
higher officials who are facing more se« 
xioas charges.

The man. who pave hi« name aa Petor 
Elliott, a machinist, of Minneapolis, 
Minn., was overpowered by the offi- 
cers and carried to a polico van. 
which had beon summoned. 
He was 
placed In tho van in the custody of 
two ofacora, Seomlng to roalize then 
for tho tirst time that he was under 
arre-st, Blliott began a furious strug- 
gle with his captors for liberty. Ho 
drow a revolvor from the rl^ht side 
pocket of h:.- trousers and attempted 
to shoot O.i.tr James Cissell. The 
officer grabbetl his hand and wronch- 
ed the woapon from hia grasp. 
Elli- 
ott's struggles were so flerco, how- 
over, that the two officers in their 
cramped Quarters of the van were un- 
able to overcome him. Offlcor Cissell 
then drew his revolver and fired two 
shots to attract attention. 


In the struggle within the police 
van li)Uiott had broken a glass panel 
with his hand, severely - cutting his 
head and face. 
Officer Cissell sus- 
tained a serious cut on his right arm, 
two Inches of flesh being cut out of 
the ilGshy part of the arm. 
He suf- 
fered conidderably from loss of blood, 
but his injury is not serious. The van 
was hurrif^d to the Emergency Hos- 
pitjil. where the Injuries of Cissell and 
Élllott were dressed.

It was evident to Secretary 
Loeb that hie correspondent was in- 
sane. and ho issued directions at once 
that the oíñcers on duty both at the 
White House and at the exocutlve of- 
fices should be on their guard against 
I^^m, The photograph was turned over 
to the secret service officers. 


Nothing was seen of the man until 
the 
president 
attended 
sorvlccs at 
Grace Reformed Church, when Elliott 
appeared near the entrance to tho 
church and made an effort to speak to 
the president, but he was foiled iu his 
ondoavor by the secret service officers. 
He next appeared at the executive of- 
fices and was turned away. 


At the Emergency Hospital, where 
his wounds were dresssd, Elliott sahl 
that ho was a Swede and that his Iiome 
wflfl in Minneapolis. Prom tho hoepital 
the man wae taken to the First Pre- 
cinct police station and incarcerated 
in one of tho detention wards. 


The police surgeons, after a caFeful 
examination of Eiliott, certified that 
bo was insane. A^n order was Issued 
Ímmodíately for his removal to the 
fit. IMlxaboth's Hospital for tho Insano. 


Elliott said he came to Washington 
Irom Paterson, N. J. Ho also said ho 
had been In Lancaster, Pa. When' 
locked up at tho police latatlon he mado 
a long, rambling statement as to tho 
reasons for his aetlon.

Boiler Explosion at Beverly, N. ii, 
Wrecks Plant and Kills Watchman. 
Beverly, N. J., Oct. G.—The largo 
boiler in the hosiery mill of Turner 
Birkhead. of this city, exploded with 
a fearful crash that jarred Beverly, 
wrecked tho engine room and two- 
thirds of tho main building and In- 
stantly killed Alfred Stucky,the watch- 
man. 
Tho building Immediately bo- 
came envoloped in flames, and damage 
to the extoQt of $10,000 was done bel'oro 
the fire was gotten under control. The 
loss is partially covered by insurance. 


The crash of tho exploding boiler 
was heard and felt within a radius of 
five mllos, and fearful of an earth- 
quake people rtislied to their doors.

What caused the explosion Is not 
known, since the boiler was recently 
inspected and pronounced in good con- 
dlMon, but It is presumed thax Stucky, 
who was an old man. turned cold water 
on the hot crowU head without look- 
ing at thB glass, with the inoYitablo 
result.

Washington, Oct 6.—A desperate 
hand-to-hand encounter with an arm­ 
ed iheano man who was dotermtnod 
to eoo PrfeKldent Roosevelt occurred 
In the voatlbulo of the White Houao. 
The man, who 0ave hia name aa Peter 
Elliott, a machinist, of Minneapolis 
Minn., was overpowered by the offi­ 
cers and carried to a police van, 
which had been summoned. He was 
placed In the van in the custody of 
two ofi^cora. Seeming to realize then 
for the tlrst time that he was under 
ivrrest, Blliott began a furious strug­ 
gle with his captors for liberty. 
Ho 
drow a revolver from the right side 
porkct of hir. trousers and attempted 
to shoot O.^ cr James Cissell. 
The 
officer grabteil his hand and wrench­ 
ed the weapon from his grasp. Elli­ 
ott’s struggles were so fierce, how­ 
ever, that the two olHcers in their 
crami)ed quarters of the van were un­ 
able to overcome him. Ofllcer Cissell 
then drew his revolver and fired two 
shots to attract attention. 
In the struggle within the police 
van It/lliott had broken a glass panel 
with his hand, severely»cutting his 
head and face. 
Officer Cissell sus­ 
tained a serious cut on his right arm, 
two inches of flesh being cut out of 
the fleshy part of the arm. 
He suf­ 
fered confdderably from loss of blood, 
but bis injury is not serious. The van 
was hurried to the Emergency Hob- 
pitjil. where the Injuries of Cissell and 
felliott were dressed. 
Several days ago Secretary Loeb re­ 
ceived a letter written on letter paper 
of the St. James’ Hotel, this city. The 
letter enclosed a photograph of Elliott 
and an incoherent request for an inter­ 
view v/i^.a President Roosevelt. The 
letter was signed “Peter Ell,” the 
Btateziient being made itr.mediatcly 
under the si§:nature that the writer 
was registered at the hotel as Peter 
Blliott. It v/as evident to Secretary 
Loeb that his correspondent was in- 
eane, and ho issued directions at once 
that the olRcers on duty both at the 
White House and at the executive of­ 
fices should be on their guard against 
l^^m. The photograph was turned over 
to the secret service officers. 
Nothing was seen of the man until 
the president attended sorvices at 
Grace Reformed Church, when Elliott 
appeared near the entrance to the 
church and made an effort to speak to 
the president, but he was foiled in his 
endeavor by the secret service ofllcers. 
He next appeared at the executive of­ 
fices and was turned away. 
At the Emergency Hospital, where 
his wounds were dressed, Elliott said 
that he was a Swede and that his home 
was in Minneapolis. From the hospital 
the man was taken to the First Pre­ 
cinct police station and incarcerated 
in one of the detention wards. 
The police surgeons, after a careful 
examination oi Biliott, certified that 
be was insane. AfU order was issued 
immi^cliately for his removal to the 
St. IMlzabeth’s Hospital for the Insane. 
Blliott said he came to Washington 
from Paterson, N. J. He also said ho 
had been in Lancaster, Pa.

HOSIERY MILL BLOWN UP 


Boiler Sxplosion at Bovcrly, N. 
Wrecks Plant and Kills Watchman. 
Beverly, N. J., Oct. C.—The largo 
boiler in the hosiery mill of Turner 
BJrkhead, of this city, exploded with 
a fearful crash that jarred Beverly, 
wrecked tho engine room and two- 
thlrtís of tho main building and In­ 
stantly killed Alfred Stucky,the watch­ 
man. Tho building Immediately bo* 
came enveloped in flames, and damags 
to tho c.xtent of $10,000 was done bcforo 
tho fire was gotten under control. The 
loss Is partially covered by insuranco. 
The crash of tho ©.Kplodlng boiler 
was heard and felt within a radius of 
five miles, and fearful of an earth* 
quake people rtislied to their doors. 
In this city tho buildings shook, glass 
and dishes rattied, and it was not unlll 
a bright flame shot up In the west that 
those who were awakened by tho 
shock realized the situation. 
Tho city firo department soon liad a 
plug stream on tho burning structure, 
and after an hour's work the flames 
were subdued, Meanwhilo the body of 
Siucky, which had been blown several 
feet from the building by tho force of 
tho explosion, wag removed to his 
home. The body was badly tom, tho 
clothing rent Into shreds, auû death 
must have come quickly. 
What caused the explosion Is not 
Imown, since tho boiler was recently 
inspected and pronounced in good con- 
dlllon, but It Is presumed thai Stucky, 
who was an oJd man, turned eold water 
on the hot crown head without look­ 
ing at th« glass, with the inoTltablo 
recuit.

Policy of Economy Shown In Work- 
ing Out Details. 


Several months ago the writer visited 
the largest of the Standard can fac- 
tories, the Devoe, on the East river. 

It has a capacity of 
70.000 five-gallon cans a day, and Is 
probably the largest can factory in 
the world. 


The five-gallon can turned out at tne 


Devoe is a marvel of evolution. 
The 
present methods of manufacture 
are 
almost entirely the woric of Mr. Her- 
man Miller, Icnown in Standard circles 
as the father of the five-gallon can. 
The machine for making tho can has 
been so developed that while, in 1865, 
when Mr. Miller began his worit, one 
man and a boy soldered 850 cans in a 
day, in 1880 three men made 8000, and 
since 1893 three men have made 24,- 
000 
It Is an actual fact that a tin can 
Is made by Miller in just about the 
time it takes to walk from the point 
in the factory where the sheets oI 
tin are unloaded to the point where 
the finished article is filled with oil. 


Aud here is a nice point in combina- 
tion. Not far away from the canning 
works, on Newtown creek, is an oil 
refinery. This oil runs to the canning 
works, and, as the new-made cans 
come down by a chute from the works 
above, where they have just been 
finished, they are filled, 12 at a time 
with the oil made a few miles away 
The cans are placed at once in wooden 
boxes standing ready, and, after a24 
hour wait for discovering leaks, are 
nailed up and carted to a nearby-^oor 
This door opens on the river, and 
there, at anchor by the side of the 
factory, is a 
vessel 
chartered 
for 
South America or China, or where not 
—v/aiting to receive the cans which 
a little more than 24 hours before 
were tin sheets lying in flat boxes. It 
Is a marvelous example of economy, 
not only to materials but in time and

The Duffaloet Away at Their Feeding 
Ground and the Sioux Out on the 
War Path, So All Hands Went Snipe 
Hunting, 
“American law courts are yet In an 
exceedingly crude and embryonic con­ 
dition. Judges and juries are not only 
accepted in the most unblushing man­ 
ner, but are 
openly 
solicited, 
and 
verdicts aro as salable commodities 
In an American court aa are camphor 
or quinine at a chemist’s in London, 
“The British people can have no ap­ 
preciation of the scandalous manlier 
in which justice (?) is dispensed in 
Amcrica. 
We have actually seen an 
American jury send down to the de­ 
fendant In a lawsuit and demand 
bribes, and a judge who was trying a 
case in our presence offered to quash 
an indictment for |2, or 8 shillings of 
our money. 
“Ignorant of American game laws, 
we shot at some snipe out of season. 
The jury demanded that we buy it 
boer, and the judge entered a nonsuit 
when we gave him the poimd which 
he had asked us for In the presence of 
the attorney for the crown, or state’s 
attorney, as he is called in the United 
States. The next day this same judge 
went hunting with us, and not only 
showed us where snipe were to be 
found, but shot four or five of these 
birds himself. 
“The law courts of a nation are its 
foundations, and when they are so 
rotten as they are In America, it is 
certain that the structure which they 
support Is bound to fall.” 
The foregoing are extracts from 
notes made in this country by an Eng­ 
lish tourist, who may soon print a 
book on “Impressions of an English­ 
man Among His American Cousins.” 
The English tourist had his experi­ 
ence of American courts up at White 
Heron lake. He went there a month 
ago to kill a few buffaloes and see 
some wild Sioux Indians who had Just 
returned from the war trail with 
plenty of scalps. 
The Englishman was much disap­ 
pointed on arriving at White Heron 
lake, to be told that the buffaloes had 
all gone away to their summer feed­ 
ing ground In Indiana, and that the 
Sioux were fighting the Apaches over 
in Michigan, so he decided to put In 
a few days hunting snipe. 
He started out shooting one morn­ 
ing and was followed by two of the 
natives of the locality who had care­ 
fully provided themselves with tin 
stars as big as saucers and army rifles. 
They waited until the Englishman had 
shot a couple' of birds and 
then 
pounced down upon him and arrested 
him for shooting game out of season. 
They took him back to White Heron 
lake, where a crowd of merely vil­ 
lagers were waiting In the rear room 
of a saloon. 
The proprietor of the hotel was 
seated behind a table and was pointed 
cut to the Englishman as the Judge. 
The bartender was introduced as the 
state’s attorney, and the livery stable 
man, who was represented to the Eng­ 
lishman as a lawyer, was engaged by 
him as his counsel.

At this Juncture one of the “Jury­ 
men" came over to the Englishman 
and whispered to him that the best 
thing he could do would be to order a 
case of beer for the jury.

STANDARD OIL CANS. 


Policy of Economy Shown in Work­ 
ing Out Details. 
Several months ago the writer visited 
the largest of the Standard can fac­ 
tories, the Devoe, on the East river. 
Long Island city. It has a capacity of 
70.000 five-gallon cans a day, and is 
probably the largest can factory in 
the world. 
The five-gallon can turned out at the 
Devoe Is a marvel of evolution. The 
present methods of manufacture are 
almost entirely the work of Mr. Her­ 
man Miller, known in Standard circles 
as the father of the five-gallon can. 
The machine for making the can has 
been so developed that while, in 1865, 
when Mr. Miller began his work, one 
man and a boy soldered 850 cans In a 
day. In 1880 three men made 8000, and 
since 1893 three men have made 24,- 
000. It Is an actual fact that a tin can 
is made by Miller In Just about the 
time it takes to walk from the point 
in the factory where the sheets oI 
tin are unloaded to the point where 
the finished article Is filled with oil. 
A*ad here is a nice point in combina­ 
tion. Not far away from the canning 
works, on Newtown creek, is an oil 
refinery. This oil runs to the canning 
works, and, as the new-made cans 
come down by a chute from the works 
above, where they have Just been 
finished, they are filled, 12 at a time 
with the oil made a few miles away 
The cans are placed at once In wooden 
boxes standing ready, and, after a24 
hour wait for discovering leaks, are 
nailed up and carted to a nearby-door. 
This door opens on the river, and 
there, at anchor by the side of the 
factory. Is a 
vessel 
chartered 
for 
South America or China, or where not 
—v/aitlng to receive the cans which 
a little more than 24 hours before 
were tin sheets lying in flat boxes. It 
is a marvelous example of economy, 
not only to materials but In time and 
footsteps.—New York Mall and Ex­ 
press.

While visiting the public kindergar­ 
tens in Boston years ago, I observed 
the wonderful control gained by the 
teachers over children, even from the 
poorest of homes. 
The kindergarten 
teacher, I was told, controls her pupils 
by first controlling herself. Slnco that 
time I have made every possible effort 
of appear even tempered before my 
children. 
Never shout at a child or 
show emotion, for their minds are im­ 
pressionable while their Judgment Is 
as yet unformed. It is hard for them 
to distinguish between harsh profanity 
heard in the streets and loud, harsh ex­ 
pressions heard at home. 
A nervous 
child quickly becomes afraid of its 
mother and this state of mind often 
prevents the strict honesty and confi­ 
dence that is the ideal condition be- 
tvrfxt parent and child. If a little one 
sobs and cries spasmodically, comfort 
first and reprove afterward, If neces­ 
sary. Always keep your word to your 
children, and if you find yourself un­ 
able to do this, do not consider it be­ 
neath your dignity to explain to them 
why you cannot.

CUT BETTER. PlNISH WORSE. 


Bagllth Clothe* CompM-ed With the Work 
of Atnerlciin 
The difference between American and 
English tailors was under discussion 
the other day by three men "«’ho have 
worn tho clothes of both. The conclu­ 
sion was that in point of finish and 
workmanship American clothes are su­ 
perior to those made In England, but in 
the matter of cut the praise was given 
to the London makers. 
“The princlblo on which the English 
tailors cut a coat,’’ said one of the 
throe, “Is the only right one. 
They 
make a coat broad over tho shoulders 
and it hangs. 
“It follows only remotely the slope 
of the figure. The Important thing is 
that it hangs straight, with no attempt 
at the kind of fitting that Is the bane 
of American tailors. 
“They want every curve to be Indi­ 
cated in the form of the coat. They 
may not make a coat tight, but, In any 
event, its lines will follow the figure 
of the w'earer to an extent that no 
English tailor would ever thing of at­ 
tempting. 
“Loose clothes are, of course, the only 
kind that are now smart. 
Anything 
tight is shunned like the plague. The 
tailor docs best now who makes a coat 
loose and yet suggestive of tho wear­ 
er’s outlines. 
“This result is attainable only by 
cutting clothes on the English princi­ 
ple, which is to fit the shoulders well 
and then let the rest of the coat hang 
from them. Few American tailors have 
ever learned the secret of making coats 
In that way.” 
If the superiority o f the Englishthen 
in the matter of fit was .-.cknowledgcd 
unanlm^ously, there was equal accord 
as to tiie superiority of the American 
tailor in the matter of finish. 
“English clothes,” said another man, 
“may be made at the most expensive 
shops, and they will still begin to wear 
at the linings after a few weeks. 
“The silk used is often as good as the 
best employed here, but for one reason 
or another linings do not last. 
They 
begin to rip, too, almost imraediately, 
because they are badly sewed. 
“I used to think that ray tailor was 
possibly careless because he thought 
I was an American and would take 
anything. 
So I was constantly com­ 
plaining \intil I learned that this was a 
peculiarity of all London clothes. 
“Personally I would much rather 
have a ■o’ell-cut coat than a well-lined 
jne, but all men are not of mj' opinion.’' 
—Sun.

CORRESPONDENT asks. "Is the survival of the fittest always 
the survival of the best?"

Of course, the words ''tìttesf and "best" are relative terms 
and their meanings vary accoirfjug to the time and the condi- 
tions. 
What is best at one time is the opi)osite at another. 


What is fittest under one set of conditions is uttei'ly unfit 


under another. 


In answering our correspondeut's very interesting question, therefore, we 
must fii'st state what is meant by "fittest" ami what Is meant by "best." 


By "fittest" we mean that which is best able to adapt itself to its environ- 
ment. Perhaps it would do to define "best" as that which will contribute most 
to the advancement of the race. 


Let us take a few concrete illustratioiis, which will show how the survival 
of the fittest sometimes causes the best to go under. 


Veiy often i n the intenso conjvetitlon'oC Imslness, the most unscrupulous 
man wins out. Though he sJiows Iria fitness by winning the fight, surely he is 
not the best comijetitor who could liave w)n. 


Sometimes the man who aduherates his goods can sell them at a lower 
figure than the man who is selling the genuine, pure article. He may succeed 
In driving the 'honest dealer out oi business. His survival shows his fitness, 
but does not indicate that he -wtis the bept who could have survived. 


The man who weaves cotton in nvitli hte wool can manufacture his cloth 
cheaper and by misrepreseutatian sell it for "all wooL" Being able to under- 
sell the manufacturer of the TOil axticle, lie may bent him out. 


Judging success by ordinacr^stTin^lards, -those men who have shown their 
greatest fitness by the degi'oo of'their success iU'e oi the Rockefeller and Mor- 
gan tyi)e. Those are far from rei)n?stniting our best types of citizenship. 


In a state of nature, where no artificial conditions exist, the survival of the 
fittest generally does mean the survival of the best. But, in a state of civiliza- 
tion, such as we live In, with its conTeotioias. usages, restraints and Inequalllies 
of wealth, social position and opportunity. It mtiy mean something very dif- 
ferent. 


Our present systrem tends to let the fittest survive, but the fittest are often 
those w^ho demand least. Now the man who demands least is the one who has 
the few^est necessities, and he is usually the least highly organized and there- 
fore the lowest t>'pe. 


Another false notion which seems veiy prevalent Is, that the survival of 
the fittest implies the killing off of a lot of people. This does not follow from 
the law at all. 


Though tho establishment of the principle of the survival of the fittest 
may appear as something which is pure>y theoretical and abstract. It has 
very practical applications. 


Wo learn at least two things from It 
One is that our aim In all legislative and other acts should be to try to 
make con^litions such that the majority are fittest.

CURING OF CHEESE. 


In the" curing of cheese certain requi- 
sites are Indispensable in order to ob- 
tain the best results. Free exposure to 
air is one requisite for the development 
of 
flavor. 
Curd sealed up in an air- 
tight vessel, and kept at tJ^e proper 
temperature, readily breaks down into 
a soft, rich ripe cheese, but it has none 
of the flavor so much esteemed in a 
good cheese. 
Exposure to the oxygen 
of the air develops flavor. The cheese 
during the process of curing takes its 
oxygen and gives off carbonic acid gas. 
The development of flavor can be hast- 
ened by subjecting the cheese to a 
strong current of air. The flavor is de- 
veloped by the proems of oxidation, 
If the cheese is kept In too close air 
during the pi'ocess of curing It will be 
likely to be deflcient in flavor.

Most farmers are familiar with th( 
horse who puffs and whee2e.s at Its 
work. The disease is technically knowr 
XB "roaring," and It Is said to be simllai 
to asthma in humans.

no cure for It, but the trouble may b< 
greatly alleviated by treatment 
and 
especially by proper feeding. 
If the 
disease is not so deeply seated that thi 
animal cannot do farm work, then th4 
work glv^n It should be light, and th< 
feed should consist of little hay, ami 
this Wet each time. 
Feed mainly ox 
grains. 
Take one drachm Iodide pot 
assium and mix one-half drachm nu3 
vomica. 
Give this dose twice a daj 
for two or three weeks during eacl 
I}ad attack and during the period let 
tho work of the horse be that whicL 
does not require much speed. 
The 
care and treatment Indicated will re, 
lleve the animal greatly, although It H 
doubtful If It will ever amount to muclJ 
for steady work.—Indianapolis News.

FEEDING MEAT TO FOWLS. 


Many poultrymen w^ho believe in 
feeding: meat to laying hens during the 
winter stop the practice during the 
summer. 
In some cases tliis plan is 
not objectionable, but often the hens 
do not get the necessary quantity of 
Insects from the range to give them 
the animal food required. It Is easy to 
ascertain this by offering the hens ani- 
mal food. If they eat it greedily one 
may be sure they are not finding the 
necessari'' number of insects on the 
range. 
If one can obtain fresh meat 
In small quantities it is not objection- 
able, although there is danger in over 
feeding it, while the animal meal sold 
by dealers In poultry supplies does not 
readily spoil and produces quite as 
good results without much danger aris 
ing from giving too much at times. 
That animal food, even during the sum- 
mer, will increase the number of egg? 
from a flock and that the size is largex 
has been the result of all experiments, 
and if so much is uot fed that it sick- 
ens the bens or taint« the eggs, It ii 
one of tbe best adjuncts to the food 
rations for laying hens.

Free exposure to 
air Is one requisite for the development 
of flavor. 
Curd sealed up In an air­ 
tight vessel, and kept at tl'e propei 
temperature, readily breaks down into 
a soft, rich ripe cheese, but It has none 
of the flavor so much esteemed in a 
good cheese. Exposure to the oxygen 
of the air develops flavor. The cheese 
during the process of curing takes its 
oxygen and gives off carbonic acid gas. 
The development of flavor can be hast­ 
ened by subjecting the cheese to a 
strong current of air. The flavor Is de­ 
veloped by the process of oxidation. 
If the cheese is kept In too close air 
during the process of curing It will be 
likely to be deficient In flavor.

There is reall.V 
no cure for it, but the trouble may b< 
greatly alleviated by treatment and 
especially by proper feeding. 
If the 
disease is not so deeply seated that th< 
animal cannot do farm work, then tlU 
. work glv-en it should be light, and th< 
feed should consist of little hay, anc 
this wet each time. Feed mainly oi 
grains. Take one drachm Iodide pot 
asslum and mix one>half drachm nuj 
vomica- 
Give this dose twice a daj 
for tw'o or three weeks during eact 
bad attack and during the period lei 
the work of the horse be that AvhlcI: 
does not require much speed. 
Th< 
care and treatment Indicated will re, 
lieve the animal greatly, although It ii 
doubtful If It will ever amount to inucli 
for steady work.—Indianapolis News.

FEEDING MEAT TO FOWLS. 
Many poultrymen w’ho believe Id 
feediiyj meat to laying hens during the 
winter stop the practice during the 
summer. 
In some cases tlils plan is 
not objectionable, but often the hens 
do not get the necessary quantity oi 
Insects from the range to give them 
the animal food required. It is easy to 
ascertain this by offering the liens ani­ 
mal food. If thej' eat it greedily one 
may be sure they are not finding the 
necessari' number of Insects ou the 
range. If one can obtain fresh meat 
In small quantities it is not objection­ 
able, although thei-e is danger in over 
feeding It, •while the animal meal sold 
by dealers In poultry supplies does not 
readily spoil and produces quite as 
good results without much danger arls 
ing from giving too much at times. 
That animal food, even dui'ing the sum­ 
mer, will Increase the number of figge 
from a flock and that the size Is largei 
has been the result of all experiments, 
and If ao much is not fed that it sick­ 
ens the heng or taints the eggs, It li 
one of the best adjuncts to the food 
rations for layinf beoa.
